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More specifically, Applicants' representative noted that the proposed claim 
amendments to claims 1, 2 and 26 now included "closed end" language and that the 
claims now recited "consisting essentially of rather than "comprising". Furthermore, the 
phrase "at least" in claim 1 was deleted. 

The Examiners suggested that Applicants cancel the composition claims and file 
method claims. Applicants' representative noted that she would discuss this option with 
the inventors. 

Applicants' representative respectfully thanked the Examiners for their time and 
suggestions.
